farm produce, especially eggs and 
cream. 
The chief speaker of the ev ening 
was Mr. B. P. Laughlin, of Abilene, 
the manager of Wilson & Company , 
who handles the Hampton purchas­ 
es in Hamlin. 
The meeting was late in getting 
started and may be the bright lights 
of the Soft Ball field had something 
in making the attendance small. 
Before 
the 
melon cutting, 
Mr. 
Laughlin got the attention of the 
crowd and made an ex tensiv e talk 
on eggs. Some of the main points 
brought out wrere that the old hen 
does a mighty good job as far as 
she goes, and that most of the bad 
eggs are caused by careless handling 
or may be the lack of handling by 
the owner of the hen. He said an 
egg is about 9 8 degrees hot when 
laid in the nest, that almost immed­ 
iately the egg begins to “ spoil” if 
the heat is not lowered. Spoiling 
means 
turning into a chick, 
y ou 
know. 
He 
said 
eggs 
placed 
too 
q uick-ly into a case that is insulat­ 
ed, will along with other hot eggs, 
set up a heat and spoil sooner than 
y ou would 
ex pect. 
Unsound eggs, 
dirty eggs, eggs that hav e absorbed 
offensiv e odors, all serv e to lower 
the egg prices. Also v aried colored 
eggs, v aried size eggs and eggs pro­ 
duced from wrong feeds, hav e a 
tendency to lower prices. He also 
said Tex as eggs do not rank with 
the best by any means, for sev eral 
reasons: the climate, the careless­ 
ness, and the kinds of feeds and 
grade of flocks. 
It would seem that people must 
y et 
learn much about a common 
thing, like eggs. If they sell some­ 
thing that is not useable, the nex t 
time the price will likely lower to 
take up the “ slack” . This is true of 
cream, all kinds of poultry , and ev en 
cotton. Some districts of the United 
States 
are 
noted 
for 
high 
grade 
products— not by chance, but from 
long and constant education result­ 
ing in dilligent attention. 
If producers of poor q uality pro­ 
ducts are not penalized in prices, 
they see no reason to improv e in 
q uality or handling. A “ Don’t Care” 
attitude in producing for the mar­ 
ket generally hurts more than one 
thinks. A basket of the finest ex tra 
q uality eggs dumped along with old, 
dirty , cracked and multi-colored and 
sizes of eggs is lost in the handling 
and the seller returns to his home 
disappointed and let down.

It wou ld not come as any great 
su rprise if H itler’s forces y et su c­ 
ceeded in taking Moscow, Leningrad 
and other key cities. Bu t these wou ld 
be hollow v ictories u nless, at tha 
same time, Hitler was able to des­ 
troy Ru ssian 
military power. 
So 
long as su bstantial Red armies re­ 
main in ex istence and fighting, Hit­ 
ler will not be safe no m atter how 
mu ch Ru ssian territory he su cceeds 
in conqu ering.

that 1,500,000 
Reich 
troops had been killed, wou nded or 
captu red. That may represent a big 
ex aggeration— neither

Ru ssian 
nor the German propaganda minis­ 
tries can be depended u pon for the 
whole tru th. Bu t, if ev en a third or 
half that many German troops hav e 
been incapacitated, it is a sev ere re­ 
v erse to Hitler. The first div isions 
sent into Ru ssia were the cream of 
the German crop— the tou gh v eter­ 
ans of the Polish, French and Low 
Cou ntries campaigns. No nation can 
create soldiers of that qu ality ov er 
night. T hat may ex plain reports to 
the effect that the reserv es Germany 
has lately sent into 
Ru ssia 
hav e 
prov en inferior in qu ality to the men 
who preceded them. 
—lit also seems u nqu estioned that 


Britain has been carry ing on deter­ 
mined, 
big-scale air raids against 
the Continent. 


— At the beginning, British spokes­ 
men had 
little to say of Ru ssian 
chances. They were frankly skepti­ 
cal. Now they are say ing that the 
Ru ssians hav e actu ally stopped the 
Germans, and that there is no pos­ 
sibility of the campaign ending be- j I 
fore the winter rains set in. If that 
is tru e, Germany will be in for a 
war of position— and that is precise­ 
ly what Hitler cannot afford. In ad* 
dition, Britain gets stronger as Ger­ 
many gets weaker. This w ar isn’t 
ov er y et— bu t not since it started 
has the ou tlook been so good for the 
Allies. 


—In time, news of the German re­ 
v erses and losses is bou nd to seep 
throu gh to the German people, no 
m atter how mu ch baloney Dr. Goeb- 
bels pu ts ou t throu gh press and ra­ 
dio. Then, think some, German mo­ 
rale will start to crack. It is a fact 
that in the last World War, Germa­ 
ny went to pieces in a m atter of a 
few months, and the main reason 
for that was the collapse of morale 
at home. Will it happen again?
